After a 
close inspection the bank clerk quietly 
telephoned for a ceman, who took the 
indignant Monroe to the City Prison. What 
led to this was.a slight act of careless- 
ness on the part of Monroe. He bad 
raised the denomination of a 815 deposit 
certificate to 31500, but in ‘making the 
change he failed to erase and rewrite his 
own signature andthe. date on the 
certificate: was issued. He had copied the 
handwriting of the San Francisco bank 
official very closely, but the counterfeit 
was not sufficiently good to deceive the 
man at the bank. N 

Monroe's chirography was unprinted a 
shade heavier than the other and this 
difference caught the eye of the bank 
official. He reluctantly gave ‘his address 
and in his valise in his room were found 
an assortment of acids, an eraser, two 
very fine pens and different varieties of 
inks.

The Operations of Troops in 
| Manchuria. 


More Then Mundred People 
Killed in Seismic Dis- 
bances. 


Something Abgut the Methods of 
‘Chinese Finaticiers—Great Num- 
bers of Bodies Found and a

YOKOHAMA, Oct. 30.—(Wired from San 
Francisco Nov. 1%): Gen. Oyama’s army 
left Japan October | 18. The number of 
troops was estimated at a little more than 
twenty. thousand. ‘They filled nearly fifty 
and five hundred flat-bottom 
boats accompanied, ‘the flotilla, to facili. 
tate the landing. In October 24 the east 
coast of Liao-Tung peninsula was reached. 
A considerable part et the force was put on 3 
shore at a point supposed to be some forty 
miles north of: Port Arthur and a little 
north of the fortified town of Kin-Chow, 
or Chin-Chiri on thie opposite coast. The 
remainder of the um passed around the 
extremity’ of the p@ninsula, into the Gulf 
of Pechili and toward a destination not 
vet positively known to public in 

Japan.

The crossing of the Ya-Loo River 
was completed on the morning of October 
25, and “was followed by a succession ‘of 
skirmishes,, in which the Japanese lost 
seventy killed and wounded. Kow-Leen 
fell October 26. The defending force was 
estimated variously at from ten to sixteen 
thousand, all of whom ran away at the 
first onset of the assailants. The Japanese 
casualties were about twenty killed and 
eighty wounded. Of the Chinese, 200 were 
reported killed. The spoils were of great 
valué, including thirty large cannon, thou- 
sands of small arms, abundance of am- 
munition, 300 tents and quantities of pro- 
visions and fodder. . 

‘Particulars of the movements in Man- 
churta.are obtained with difficulty, owing 
to the excessive sensitiveness of the Jap- 
anese authorities to the charges of dis- 
seminating false news, which have been 
brought against them ebroad. From the 
beginning of the war they have steadily 
refused to issue bulletins until after re- 
ceiving. official assurance of. the accur- 
acy of every fact announced. All appii- 
| Cants for information in Toklo can testify 
to the extreme caution exercised, and now 
that the government has been accused of 
circulating falsehoods, # is next to im- 
possibile tte elicit any information what- 
ever.

CHINESE METHODS. ; 

Advices from Tien-Tsin announce that 
the Chinese have secured from the Hong- 
Kong and Shanghai Bank a loan of 10,- 
000,000 taeh at 7 per cemt. With this 
money, several ships of Chite’s navy are 
to be purchased, if the present intention 
is carried out. It is reported that two 
wealthy Tien-Tsin merchants have united 
to make up a fund of 1,000,000 taels, the 
repayment of which, with imierest, is se- 
cured by the customs department. The 
viceroys of several provinces are said to 
have declared their readiness to supply 
the amounts at which they have been va- 
riously assessed, ranging at from 4,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 tacks. For the first time 
in Chinese history, it is stated, these 
sums are eventually to be refunded and 
interest allowed. Hitherto the govern- 
ment rulers have been compelled to fill 
the imperial treasury, without hope of 


‘imcreased rank upon the principal officials 
concerned. The circumstance that they 
now venture to demand that these ad- 
vances de considered loans, instead ot 
gifts, is held to be significant cf the 
central government's waning authority. 
But, however obtained, the Tseung-Li-Ya- 
men is elated at the prospect of amassing 
125,000,000 taels before the end of the 
year, that being the promised total. 

The exodus of foreigns from Peking 
continues. -The British Minister bas per- 
emptorily ordered his countrymen to leave 
and, if any aliens rmain, it will be with- 
out the sanction of their diplomatic repre- 
cendatives, who do not undertake to guar- 
antee their safety.

held subject to United States jurisdiction. 

This 
claim is not only theoretically maintained, 
but has been practically put in force. An 
Englishman who committed a murder on 
an American vessel in Yokohama, was 
tried before the United States Consul- 
General ahd Supreme Court at Washing- 
ton subsequently decided that the accused 
was properly subject to United States 
jurisdiction. The Governor of the Kan- 
agawa district, in which Yokohama is sit- 
uated, now asks the central government 
fer information as to whether this posi- 
tion will be recognized by Japan in the 
case of offenses committed by Japanese 
seamen on American ships within the lim- 
its of the empire. 

The foreign office answers that all Jap- 
anese, and also foreigners not belonging 
to a treaty power, who are charged with 
offenses on any merchant ships while in 
Japan, must be tried before the native 
courts, and that the right of the United 
States authorities to deal with them can- 
not be admitted.

TREATMENT OF CHINESE PRISONERS. 

Maj.-Gen. Orme of the British army, now 
visiting Japan for the purposes of military 
observation, has made an inspection of 
the Red Cross Hospital of Tokio, in which 
the Chinese prisoners are lodged. He was 
struck by the generous treatment they 
received. Their bedolothes bad wadding of 
fine cotton, and their food consisted of 
meat, fowl and other nutritious substances. 
Every man was provided even with a tooth- 
brush and tooth powder. Here are some 
of the questions he asked the prisoners, 
with their answers: 

“How do you feel here, as prisoners?“ 

We are only grateful me this unex- 

treatment.” 

“Yes; what a difference 8 your coun- 
try, where prisoners are treated with the 
utmost cruelty. It ds fortumate for you 
that you have as an enemy a merciful civ- 
ilized country like Japan. Shall you not 
bear it well in mind?“ 

“When we were unfortunately wounded 
and taken prisoners, we had expected to 
be cruelly treated and badly quartered. 
We shall indeed never forget this kind 
treatment. 

“You are here kindly treated: were you 
ever so well treated in your own army?“ 

“We have never been medically treated 


armies?’ 

“There are surgeons, but they are not 
attached to the armies and they charge 
fees for treatment, and as we have no 
money, we Could not receive medical treat- 
ment.“ 

The general inquired if the Chinese were 
permitted to write home. He was told 
there would be no objection. but only a 
few were able to write, and none had ex- 
pressed a wish to do so. On examining 

injuries he found they had been 
wounded with sword, bayonet or shot 
from behind, showing that they were 
caught after they had taken to their heels. 
There was only one exception. He had 
been shot in the breast. He was a 
stromigly-built and flerce-looking man and 
different in aspect from the rest of the 
prisoners.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—Nicholas 
Faedroff, after spending several months in 
a Russian prison, finally secured his re- 
lease. He at once left for the United 
States, and arrived in San Francisco yes- 
terday. He spent last night in the Seven- 
teenth-street ‘police-station. All of his 
hardship, he claims, has been brought upon 
him by a faithless wife. 

About 8 o’clock the injured husband, the 
wife, and Alexin Rabbander, who is 
charged with being too friendly with Mrs. 
Faedroff, met on Guerrero street and 
created a scene which aroused the whole 
neighborhood. The story told by Faedroff 
is interesting. He and his wife were Bap- 

‘tist missionaries in Russia, both being 
American citizens. Mrs. Faedroff was born 
in this country, while the husband ob- 
tained citizenship through the courte. For 
n time they were doing missionary work 
in Alaska: About eighteen months ago 
they proceeded to Los Angeles. 

While in the latter city they were joined 
by Aletin Rabhander, said to be a Russian 
count. Rabhander claims that while he 
was at. the World's Fair looking after the 
Russian exhibit he had been converted to 
the Baptist faith, and it was his desire 
to see the peasants on his father’s vast 
estat in Little Russia“ evangelized. He 
proposed to Faedroff that he proceed to 
Rusia, ostensibly to build a mill for Rab- 
harder, but really for the purpose of

The greatest 
masses of people Were gathered in front of 
the Kasan, St. Isaac's and other churches, 
in front of which previous to the starting 
of the procession the clergy stood in their 
state robes. Three salvos of artillery an- 
nounced the arrival of the procession at 
exactly 11 o'clock. The route followed by 
he cortege was six miles tong. 

The Czat’s ck bodyguard headed 
the procession and was followed by other 
detachments of cavalry. Then came fifty- 
one standards, each escorted by officers. 
The first two flags and the last flag bore 
the imperial arms. Next came the horse 
of the dead Czar and a man in gilt armor 
vholding the sword of state and mounted 
upca a splendidly caparisoned charger led 
by two grooms in the state livery. 

Following this horseman came a second 
man at arms in black arma carrying a 
naked sword.
